Unfortunately for Mrs. Taft, 
the elder lady was a little too 
earthquake conscious, due to the 
recent Santa Barbara tremor. 

Awaking yesterday morning, 
Mrs. Taft found her purse miss- 
ing from her room. The purse 
and contents were found in the 
hallway, however, minus around 
$27 in cash which it had con- 
tained, but now charged up to 
earthquake “insurance”. 

Upland police are investigat- 
ing the theft, which is laid to 
some possible earthquake.

for induction, 

First, Robert Lee Witten, Up- 
land registrant, who returned w 
hig home in Plain View, Arkansas, 
had to be accounted for. That was 
fairly easy enough, for Witten 
was simply transferred as induct- 
ed for the Upland board through 
the local board in his district in 
Arkansas. 

So, Monday morning this week, 
Mr, Rhenstrom and T. BE. Howai- 
ton, secretary of the board, took 
up their posts to check in two re- 
maining men who were to report 
for induction in the fourteenth 
call, Time to report came and 
went, as also did the time of train 
departure, and still no men ap- 
peared to answer the brief roll 
call, 

Finally Herschel Leon Scott, 
Trona, arrived to report his dif- 
ficulties in making the journey to 
board headquarters from the dis- 
tant degert city. The other man 
on the list failing to arrive, Scott 
was sent on to Log Angeles on the 
next train for induction. 

Today, the other man is stillon 
the missing list, and Mr. Howar- 
ton and Mr Rhenstrom hope that 
there is some valid reason for his 
failure to appear, as it is the first 
instance in the experience of Up- 
land board that a man has com-

One basket, made by a Chippe- 
wa Indian, is particularly attract- 
ive. It is made of porcupine quills 
and birch bark and was fashioned 
as a covered jewel case.

Winter, the articles will remain 
on display at the library for a 
week or more.

State’s Plane Production To 
Be Vital Factor 

Perhaps you have noted of late the increasing number 
of planes overhead. If you haven’t, you soon will, for Amer- 
fea is sprouting ‘wings—and California is home base for the 
nation’s aviation industry. 

Unless Germany wins the battle of the skies before aut- 
amn, all chance of such 4 vietory will be gone, in the opin- 
ion of American experts, for this country’s warplane pro- 
duction finally is going ahead at such a terrifie pace that no 
nation on earth will be able to mateh it. 

German warplane production is officially estimated at 
from 1500 to 2000 combat ships a month, and the highest 
monthly output of American military planes, thus far, was 
1400, of which 400 were trainers. But by the first of the year, 

‘barring new strikes or acute shortages of materials, the 
. American airplane industry will have achieved such mass 
output that one company in this country will virtually dup- 
lieate the entire German production of combat planes. 
Planes over America are a good omen, not a cause of fore- 
- boding, for war planes—if produced in sufficient number— 
may insure continued peace in the Americas. Dictators, who 
are unmoved by right or reason, are still respectful of force 
‘and this country’s winged might may be the most potent 
force in bringing to an end the present world conflagration.

An additional compensation is 
the effect this moderation “must 
have in reducing accidents due to 
reckless and fast driving. ,

Heights or any other rural dis- 
trict served through the Upland 
post office by/the rural mail ser- 
vice may purchase defense savings 
stamps from their Carrier. 

Demand for the stamps in rural. 
districts caused the post office de- 
partment to authorize 32,000 
rural mail carriers as salesmen. 

The stamps range in value from 
10 cents to $5, and purchasers are 
given albums in which they can 
be mounted. When filled the al- 
bums may be exchanged for de- 
fense savings bonds. 

Postal officials recall that rural 
mail carriers acted in similar ca-' 
pacities in 1917 and 1915 selling | 
war savings stamps.
